ON FOOTHILL SOON 


H. F. Nasibitt Buys 16-Acre 
Tract For Home Sites 
From Water Co. 


One of the biggest development 
projects ever planned in Upland 
fwas announced today as John E. 
games, former eastern contrac- 
tor, prepared to construct a de 
luxe 16-unit auto court, a high 
class boulevard cafe and a super 
service station on Foothill boule- 
vard at the entrance to Red Hill 
Ccuntry club. At the same time, 
HH. F. Naisbitt announced that a 
16 - acre tract, including Mr. 
James’ site for the improvement, 
kad been obtained for purposes 
of subdivision. 


Mr. James’ project, work on 
which is to be started in the near 
future, will cost more than 
$30,000. He owns the Big Oak 


auto court on Valley boulevard 
between Ontario and Pomona, and 
for some time he has_ been 
planning the construction of a 
large court on Foothill, his pians 
calling for the most modern type 
ef accommodations to appeal to 
tthe highest type of motorist. 

The court site is on the north 
side of Foothill, just east of the 
Sycamore Inn property. Adjacent 
to the court on the west will be 
B beautifully designed cafe, ex- 
pected to be the most attractive 
of any of its type east of Los An- 
Beles. On the south side of Foot- 
hill, directly opposite the auto 
court, a super service station is 
planned. 

Mr. Naisbitt recently obtained 
pp 16-acre tract from the San An- 
tonio Water Co., with Mr. James 
buying the east 200 feet of the 
property. The property sold by 
the water company is bordered 
jon the west by Grove avenue, on 
the south by San _ Bernardino 
road, on the east by the Sycamore 
Inn and on the north by the Red 
Hill Country club property. This 
tract is dissected by Foothill bou- 
Jevard. The boulevard frontage 
will be reserved for business. Re- 
mainder of the tract will be sold 
as sites for medium - priced 
houses. The tract will be known 
as “Red Hill Addition.” 

Mr. James will construct a res- 
dence either on a site at the auto 
court cr on Red Hill Estates. 

About five years ago Mr. Nais- 
bitt opened up the tract known 
as Red Hill Estates as a subdi- 
vision. He is a very energetic 
and enthusiastic booster for the 
Red Hill Country club _ district 
and he predicted today that the 
“Red Hill Addition” will be just 
fs popular for home sites as has 
been Red Hill Estates. 

Mr. Naisbitt used superlatives 
in describing the plans for Mr. 
James’ improvement. The units 
in the auto court will be built in 
Guplex style. The accommoda- 
tions in each unit will be of the 
most modern.

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GAS SALES IN BG 
OCTOBER INCREASE 


Tax to State Is 29.73 Per Cent 
More Than For Same 
Month Year Ago 


Gasoline taxes received by the 
state during October were 29.73 
per cent more than for October 
of last year, according to word re- 
ceived here. The October gas tax 
total was $4,437,321.92. 

R. E. Collins, chairman of the 
state board of equalization, com- 
mented on the gain as follows: 

“Never before has there been so 
large a taxable gallonage of mo- 
tor vehicle fuel distributed in any 
one month since the gasoline tax 
was inaugurated twelve years ago. 
It means that during October gas- 
oline taxes were accruing at the 
rate of $143,139 a day. 

“Tg gales should continue at this 
rate for the balance of the year, 
the total tax for 1935, even after 
allowing for seasonal decline dur- 
ing winter months, will be $44,- 
500,000, or approximately $2,875,- 
000 more than the tax assessed in 
1931, which was the largest an- 
nual figure previously recorded.” 

Anticipating that such an esti- 
mate might be regarded as too op-

timistic, Collins pointed out that 
for the past several months the 





trend in gasoline taxes has shown 
a steady gain. ‘Since last April, 
the tax for each month has heen 
greater than the tax for the cor- 
responding month of 1934,’’ he 
said. ‘Unless there is an unex- 
pected slump, the November and 
December taxes this year ought to 
swell the 1935 total to a figure at 
least approaching $44,500,000. 
“Because gasoline taxes are bas- 
ed on gallonage sold regardless of 
price, they afford an excellent 
barometer of business conditions 
and I am convinced from the re- 
turns for the past few months that 
there has been substantial im- 
provement in California trade.”
